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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Voters of Huntington School District: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools of Chittenden East School District. 

The theme of the year throughout the district is, “Reading with 
Understanding.” The problem of reading has become so serious in our 
education system that it is currently reflected in our leading colleges 
and universities where a course in remedial reading is required by all 
incoming students. To assist the teaching staff in a unified, planned 


effort for an improved reading program in this district we have insti- 


tuted in-service staff meetings, distributed bulletins, and tested stu- 
dents with psychological batteries of examinations. It is hoped that 
we may show some tangible results of progress after a few years of 
concentrated effort in this area of education. The philosophy behind 


‘this program is based upon the thought that all children are different. 


Children do not cut their teeth at the same age, and they do not all 
weigh the same at the same age. Some learn to read more quickly than

A considerable saving was realized by 
the towns who followed this procedure. I recommend that orders for 
paper, supplies, and equipment for the entire district be pooled and put 
out to bid as a unit so that each district may have the benefit of re- 
duced individual costs for the goods, reduced costs for transportation 
and postage, and the advantage of a greater discount. 


Hot lunches provide our children with a well balanced, warm diet 
for the added energy needed for the longest pull of the school day— 
the afternoon session. Properly supervised, the hot lunch period be- 
comes a social experience which is invaluable in sound human relations. 
The individuals and organizations who are supporting and operating 
these programs are contributing to the making of sociable citizens as 
well as healthy citizens and are to be commended for it. 

It is a real pleasure to report that every member of our school 
boards has understood the needs for more and new lighting, painting,

No town contributions were required. ee 
This means that the 88 towns which were included under the type | 
of Public Health Nursing program formerly carried on by Vermont a 
Department of Health have received less service, but all of the towns 
in the State have had an opportunity to have some public health nurs- ie Bs 
ing service. | eae 
Under the new program it has been necessary for local citizens and | 
school personnel to take the initiative for developing their own health 
programs with the advice and assistance of the Public Health Nurse. . 
In addition to assisting with the health program for pre-school and 
school children, the Public Health Nurse, under the supervision of the Ee 
family physician, may give assistance to persons reported with tuber- 
culosis and venereal diseases since the control of these diseases is dele- 
gated by law to the Health Department. 
Following is the report of Mrs. Florence Shea, Public Health Xe 
Nurse, for Huntington for the period from January 1, 1952, through 
December 31, 1952: 


18 visits were made to new mothers and babies. 

27 visits were made to school children in their homes. 

55 home visits were made for general health supervision which 
include follow-up for cancer, crippled children and 
mental hygiene. 

55 visits were made for the nursing control in communicable 
disease. 


Two Infant and Pre-school Medical Conferences were held—28 
children were examined by a physician; 26 children were vaccinated 
against smallpox; and 50 children were given protection against diph- 
theria, tetanus and whooping cough.
